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PREFACE 


Gautama Buddha soared to the highest flight of 
í intellectual subtlety, and at the same time, minutely 
examined the everyday facts of worldly existence. 
Keeping these two extreme aspects of human mind 
in view, he propounded a religion and philosophy 
which, on the one hand, chalked out the ways and 
’ means for divesting the mind of an average man of 
his misconceived notions about worldly objects, 
while, on the other, held up before his eyes the 
, ultimate truth, the infinite and inconceivable 
. ' state of peace and rest, absolutely free from all 

worldly or unworldly worries. In his discourses, 
Gautama Buddha dilated mostly upon the ways 
? and means, with occasional hints and references 
Jí to the ultimate. His earlier disciples utilised these 
S‘,. * discourses and developed a practical religion and 
philosophy, which however was dubbed as Srãvaka- 
v| yãna or Pratyekabuddhayãna or Hinayãna by the 
later generation of disciples, who claimed to have spiri- 
; tual and intellectual superiority. The later disciples 
; compiled voluminous works, commenting on and 
enlarging the terse sayings of the Teacher about the 
^«.nature of the ultimate. They offered a new ideal, 
. and adapted their spiritual exercises to the same. 
f^They did not deny the efficacy of the spiritual exercises 
| of the earlier disciples but relegated them to a second- 
; v .^ary position. They distinguished themselves as 
Mahãyãnists or Buddhayãnists from the earlier dis- 
ciples. In this Anthology, an attempt has been made 
Cj to select and arrange the extracts in such a way that 
the readers may form an idea of the evolution of 
, Buddhism through original texts. 
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It gives me great pleasure to express my grate- 
fulness to the authorities of the Sahitya Akademi for 
giving me an opportunity to compile such an Antho- 
logy and for publishing the same.

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INTRODU CTION 


The aim of this Anthology is two-fold: (i) primarily, 
to present a running account of Gautama Buddha’s 
life with a brief survey of his spiritual and philo- 
sophical teachings along with their later developments 
and (ti) secondarily, to illustrate the different types 
of Prakritic Sanskrit current at different times among 
the Buddhist writers, mostly in the region of North¬ 
western índia, from the 3rd century b.g. to the 6th 
or 7th century a.d. Of particular interest are the 
few extracts, which are Sanskritized versions of 
passages occurring in early Pali texts like the 
Suttanipãta, Dhammapada and Majjhima Nikãya. 1 

It will be observed that Gautama Buddha 
stood not only against the Brahmanical religion, 
thought and social system but also against the bar 
to the cultural development of the non-Brãhmanas. 
It was to counteract such a bar that he eschewed the 
médium of Sanskrit for imparting his teachings, 
and laid the foundation of a Prakritic literary 
language, which gradually developed into the refmed 
Pali language within two or three centuries.. But 
later, on account of the spread of Buddhism in the 
post-Ghristian eras in the North-western region, 
and particularly, in Gandhãra and Kashmir, where 
were recruited a number of converts from highly 
çultured Brãhmania families, among whom Sanskrit 
was almost a spoken language, attempt was made 
to Sanskritize the Prakrit words and phrases, and to 
superimpose the rules of Sanskrit grammar on the 
mixed Prakritic: Sanskrit language. As a result, 
there appeared a number of Buddhist texts composed 
in Prakritic Sanskrit, The authors expressed their 
ideas in prose and poetry in that mixed language 
without giving much attention to the rules of either

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Sanskrit or Pali grammar, relating to conjugation, 
declension, tense, gender and number. It is yery 
likely that this type of non-grammatical mixed 
language became the accepted literary médium for a 
few centuries during whieh period of transition from 
Prakritic Sanskrit to pure Sanskrit, appeared the 
early Mahãyãna texts. It is perhaps from the 3rd 
or 4th century a.d. that the highly learned Buddhist 
thinkers gave preference to Pãninean Sanskrit and 
adopted that language in the composition of their 
works. To this categoiy belonged writers like 
Aávaghosa, Nãgãrjuna, Aryadeva, Asanga, Vasu- 
bandhu, Sãntideva, Ãryasüra, Ksemendra, as also 
several others. 

This anthology is divided into six parts, an 
outline of the contents of which is given below: 

PART i 

In mixed Sanskrit there are three biographies 
of Gautama Buddha, viz. the Lalitavistara , Mahã- 
vastu and Buddhacarita. Of thése three, ( i) Lalita¬ 
vistara (Gãthã portion only) happens to be the 
earliést, of about the 3rd century b.c., and is very 
likely a text of the Sarvãstivãdins; (ii) Mahavastu- 
avadãna is a text of the Lokottaravãdins, a branch 
of the Mahãsanghikas,, of about the 2nd century 
b.c. It depicts certain episodes of Gautama Buddha’s 
life, digressing very often to his previous birth-stories 
(Jãtakas) in support Of a particular episode of this 
life. Hence, it is not a proper biography. (iii) 
The third text is the Buddhacarita of Aávaghosa, the 
famous poet and philosopher and a contemporary 
of Emperor Kanishka, that is, of about the lst century 
b.c. or a.d. It is composed in a highflown, ornate, 
kãvya style comparable to that of Kãlidãsa. 

In this Anthology, the story of Gautama 
Buddha^ life opens with the imploration of the 
gods of the Tusita heaven to their Lord to descend 
to the earth tó guide the bewildered humanity in

the right path, by reminding him of his extreme self- 
sacrifices in the past for the good of living beings. 
The Lord of Tusita heaven acceded to their solicita- 
tion (1-2). He chose the Sãkya royal family for his 
birth (2-3). He entered into the womb of Queen 
Mãyã, who thereupon made up her mind to lead from 
that morning the pure life of a brahmacãrini (3-4). 
At the due time he issued out of the womb and set 
his foot on the earth (5-7). Soon after his birth 
the Queen passed away from the mortal world, casting 
a gloom all over the country (7-8). 

Rsi Asita, a saintly recluse, came down from 
his Himalayan hermitage to pay his respects to the 
baby Siddhãrtha, prophesying that the child was 
going to be the saviour of humanity (8-10). As 
soon as the boy reached the marriageable age, he 
was married to Yasodharã, who, in due course, 
gave birth to a son, Rãhula (10-12). The Prince 
became sick of his life within the walls of the palace 
and loved to go out to the royal forest, where he 
felt delighted and developed an aversion to worldly 
enjoyments (12-13). His friend Udãyi, who accom- 
panied him to the forest, made a futile attempt to 
impress upon him the usefülness of worldly life 
(13-14). On his way back from the forest, he was 
struck by the word ‘Nirvana’ uttered by a áãkyan 
girl in appreciation of his appearance but he took 
the word in the sense of ‘eternal tranquility’ (14-15). 
As his mind was still wavering between home-life 
and retirement, the gods reminded him of his past 
acts of self-abnegation, and in order to turn his mind 
to the life of a recluse they recounted the various 
virtues which were worth acquiring by him (15-16). 

The Prince persuaded his reluctant father to 
give his çonsent to his retirement (18-19), and at 
last, on observing the unseemly condition of lovely 
dancing women, while asleep, he got the urge for 
sudden departure from the palace. (19).*

He called bis attendant Chandaka at night, 
communicated to him his íirm resolve to retire from 
home-life, and asked him to make his horse ready 
for his last ride. On the following morning, while 
Gopâ (Yasodharã) and others were shocked at the 
news of his departure from the palace, and gave vent 
to their grief by cursing Chandaka and Kanthaka 
(22-25), the Prince entered into the forest and 
pondered over the problem, whether seeking heaven- 
ly existence through asceticism should be the aim 
of one who had eschewed worldly life. Thus 
cogitating, he decided to approach Rsi Arada 
of the Vindhya hills for guidance (25-26). At this 
time his friend Udãyi made another attempt to make 
him change his mind but failed to shake him from 
his determination. He then went to the hermitage 
of Arãda and learnt from him the basic principies of 
Sãnkhya philosophy but his mind did not find 
satisfaetion with the teachings, and so he left the 
place (28-30) and decided to approach Rsi Rudraka 
then residing on the outskirts of Rajgir. On his 
way across Rajgir, he met King Bimbisãra and after 
a brief talk with him (30-31), he reached the hermi¬ 
tage of Rudraka and found that though the Rsi had 
attained the highest plane of meditation, he was 
not cognizant of the way of putting an end to rebirth 
(32). He thereupon left the place and made up his 
mind to practise extreme asceticism, which he did for 
sixyears and found that also ineffective for full emanci- 
pation. He gave it üp, took bath in the river 
Neranjarã and accepted the meai offered by the 
daughter of the Chief of milkmen (32-34). After 
gaining a little physical strength he sat cross-legged 
under the Bodhi tree at Bodh Gaya with uncon- 
querable will to attain Bodhi. While meditating 
here, he was disturbed by Mãra, the incarnation of 
the evil forces of the World* with, many arguments, 
which were all refuted by him (34-36) < He over- 
powered Mãra and his army, and remained steadfast 
in his resolution to attain Bodhi (37-38). On his 
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victory over Mãra, he was felicitated by the Queen 
of Nãgas and various gods (38-41). At last he 
attained full Enlightenment—Bodhi (41). 

The truth realised by Gautama Buddha being 
too deep and subtle for comprehension by an average 
man, he at first hesitated to preach his doctrine but 
at the intercession of the god Mahãbrahmã, he 
agreed to open the door leading to the deathless 
State (42-43), and with that end in view, he proceeded 
to Banares to impart his teachings first to his five 
quondam Brahmin companions. On his way, he 
came across an Âjlvika ascetic Upaka, to whom he 
announced his achievement of perfection and his 
decision to propagate his doctrine (43-44). 


PART II 

At Banares, Gautama Buddha delivered his 
first discourse, in which he explained the twelve- 
spoked wheel of existence. He said that the cycle 
of existence of a being depended not on a Cfeator 
but only on causes and conditions, the chief cause 
being ignorance of the Truth, viz. that there was no 
permanent self, no creator, no substance in pheno- 
menal world. It is by the elimination of such 
ignorance that the cycle of existence could be brought 
to an end, resulting ultimately in eternal peace and 
tranquility. The ultimate is beyond attributes and 
comparable only to space (ãkãfa). The discourse 
opened the eyes of knowledge of Kaundinya and the 
other four, one after another (47-50). Thelaw ofinter- 
dependent origination was the key-note of his teaching, 
supplemented by his admonitions to cultivate mental 
and physical purity, and to realize the essencelessriess 
of the constituents of a being (51-52). In the 
Dharmapada are summarised Buddha’s general obser- 
vations on human frailties and the ways and means 
of overcoming them, as also on the ideal to be aimed 
at by an individual (52-57). 
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Next to the Dharmapada, appears the Mauneya- 
sütra , which very probably is referred to as the Moneya 
sute in Aáoka’s Bhabru Edict. It instructs the 
monks about their proper conduct and ways of 
living (57-60). This is followed by another dis- 
course, admonishing those monks who like the 
rhinoceros (khadgavisãna) preferred loneliness for 
their spiritual practices. 

For the benefit of householders, the Teacher 
delivered a number of discourses, one of which was 
the Dhaniya-sütra, containing a dialogue of Buddha 
with a well-to-do owner of land and cows, and 
another was th eRatana-sütra, theobjectof which was to 
make the laity develop faith in the Triratna. This 
sütra is now being recited by monks as a magicai 
spell to avert evils that beset the life of a house- 
holder (62-67). These two are followed by four 
extracts, one of which is the Kaineya-gãthã, in which 
the acquisitions of the Master are put in a nutshell 
(68-69), while the second and third contain eulogies 
composed by the poet and dialectician Mãtrceta, 
extolling the Master for taking the vow of attaining 
supreme Enlightenment (70-71) and for chalking 
out the path leading to the same (71-72). The 
fourth enumerates the physiognomical characteristics 
betokening the super-greatness of Gautama Buddha 
(72-73). 

PART III 

The transition of the earliest form of Buddhism 
Srãvakayãna to the later developed form Mahãyãna 
has been discussed in a very few texts, of which the 
best is the Saddharmapundanka. The contention of 
the Mahãyãnists is that Buddha did not give out the 
whole truth discovered by him to his early disciples 
and offered them only a modified teaching through 
Sütra, Itiurttaka , Jãtaka , etc. as would be easily com- 
prehensible by them. Such teaching was just an 
expedient resorted to by Buddhas (77-78). There 
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are two types of teaching, one lower and the other 
higher. Buddhas are impartial like the sun or clouds, 
offering the same teaching to all but the objects 
which receive the sunshine or rain are small or big, 
and they derive the benefits of the teaching accord- 
ing to their individual capacities. Hence the teaching 
is one and the same ( ekayãna ) and it is the capacity 
of comprehension of the recipients that creates the 
triple distinction ( triyãna) of high, médium and 
low (78-80). 

As stated above, Buddhas have only one teach¬ 
ing, but for expediency ( upãyakauMya ) they divide it 
into two, primary and secondary. For persons of 
an average intellect, they oífer the primary, which 
consists of the analysis of the constituents of a being, 
(.skandhas ), their evanescence ( anitya ) and lack of 
substance ( anãtman ); while for persons of superior 
intellect, they impart the highest teaching, viz. 
non-existence ( êünyatã ) of not only the soul (pudgala - 
sünyatã) but also of the constituents of beings or the 
world ( dharma-àünyatã ) (81-82). 

It is evident from the above that though the 
teaching is one {ekayãna), it has been sub-divided 
into three as Srãvakayãna, Pratyekabuddhayãna, 
and Mahãyãna. Of these three, the first and the 
second refer to the earliest teaching of Buddha, the 
distinction between the first and the second being 
that the former was meant for monks in general, 
seeking arhathood , and the latter for only those monks 
who like rhinoceros lived a lonely life in the forest 
and attained enlightenment ( bodhi) without the aid 
of a teacher. The third represents the followers of 
the later form of Buddhism, seeking Buddhahood and 
not arhathood (81-83). 

The last extract of this part deals with the 
merits eamed by worshipping stüpas and images. 
Faith and devotion became an integral part of later 
Buddhism, in consequence of which was popularised 
the worship of images of Buddhas, Bodhisattvas and 
stüpas of saintly monks. 
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PART IV 

This part is devoted to moral, social, religious 
and monas tic rules and observances expected of a 
Bodhisattva, i.e. one who has taken the vow of 
attaining Bodhi, a true follower of Mahãyãna. 
The rules and observances as given in the first 
extract may be briefly indicated thus: 

(a) Respect towards parents and teachers; (b) 
aloofness from state-officials; (c) abstention from 
professionals and heretics and from trade and com- 
merce; (d) keeping away from Srãvakayãnic monks 
and nuns, male and female lay-devotees; (e) 

cultivation of moral purity and acquisition of know- 
ledge through studies; (/) charitable disposition 
towards all including Srãvakayãnists, (g) construc- 
ting monasteries and other shelters for the use of 
recluses; (h) cultivation of forbearance, assiduity 
and such other virtues; (i) love of solitude, if 
necessary, by resorting to forests for meditational 
purposes; (j) developing a feeling of equality with 
all beings; ( k) in short, following in the footsteps of 
áãkyamuni. 

In the second extract are enumerated some of 
the acquisitions for which a Bodhisattva should 
strive. Many of these are common to those of the 
Srãvakas. The acquisitions are : (i) purity in deed, 
speech and thought as also practice of the other 
items of the well-known eight-fold path of the 
Srãvakas; (ti) ánálytical knowledge of the consti- 
tuents of a being, of its sense-organs and of their 
objects; (Ui) fulfilment of the thirty-seven dharmas 
conducive to Bodhi; (iv) eíforts for perfectiori in the 
seven constituents of Sambodhi, ten powers, and 
controlling faculties; (v) firm resolution to attain 
Sambodhi; (vi) elimination of belief in the existence 
of self and the phenomenal world; (vii) realisation 
of the sameness of all phenomenal objects and beings; 
(viii) cultivation of knowledge, and of feeling of love 
and compassion towards all beings; (ix) development 
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ofcharitable disposition; and (#) mode ofintonation 
of Dhãranis ( mantras ). 

In the third extract is given the gist of the ten 
stages of spiritual progress of an exerting Bodhisattva, 
as well as of some of the essential qualities required 
for each stage. These stages are dealt with exhaus- 
tively in the Daêabhümika-sütra * 

In the fourth extract are summed up the functions, 
the maintenance of which should be the constant 
endeavour of Bodhisattvas, e.g. mental dissociation 
from all kinds of phenomenal objects which, on 
account of their inter-dependent origination, have 
no substance of their own; exercise of self-control; 
fulfilment of the six pãramitãs; realisation of the 
truth about the non-origination of beings and objects; 
abstention from thought-constructions; keeping true 
knowledge and compassion in the forefront of one’s 
mind; study and meditation. 

In the fifth and last extract of this part appears 
the gist of the famous text, Bodhicaryãvatãra of 
áãntideva. In it are described the gradual steps to be 
taken by a Bodhisattva for attaining penection. 
Some of these are: acquisition of the bodhicitta; 
confession of wrongs committed; preservation of 
mental alertness; practice of forbearance; assiduity 
for arduous practices prescribed for a Bodhisattva; 
and lastly, acquisition of the highe'st knowledge. 

PART V 

The exposition of the philosophy of the two 
Mahãyãnic schools of thought, Mãdhyamika and 
Yogãcãra, with details of the varied aspects of the 
latter, is the subject-matter of this part. 

The first two extracts present the earliest position 
of the Mahãyãnic doctrines, out of which developed 
the two schools of thought. The object of the first 
extract is to show that the phenomenal world, being

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the product of thought-constructions, is unreal, 
and has no more existence than what is seen in a 
dream. In it is also discussed the place of karmaic 
efFects on the li ves of worldly beings. In the second 
extract is stated the viewpoint from which the 
Tathãgatas, who are well cognizant of the Reality, 
look upon the phenomenal world. 

In the third extract are given the outlines of the 
Mãdhyamika philosophy, as enunciated by Nãgãr- 
juna in his Madhyamakakãrikã. Nãgãrjuna was a 
past-master in dialectics. He established the philo¬ 
sophy of éünyatã, which he defined as the inexpres- 
sible, attributeless Absolute, by the process of reductio 
adabsurdum of all known facts. He opens his argu- 
ments with the premise that the real is unchangeable 
and ever existent while the unreal is changeable and 
evanescent, and hence non-existent. With this 
premise, he proceeds to show the futility of the theory 
of cause and condition for the origination of cons- 
tituted beings and objects. Likewise, he shows that 
in reality there are no such things as bondage, suffer- 
ing, karmaic efFects, soul, time, Nirvana, Tathãgata, 
and so forth. 

The remaining extracts in this part are devoted 
to the exposition of the difFerent aspects of the 
Yogãcãra philosophy, the exponent of which was 
Asanga, a highly cultured Brãhmana of Peshawar. 

The fourth extract ( Bãhyãrthãbhãva) puts in a 
nutshell the Yogãcãra position, viz. that phenomenon 
has no existence of its own and is only an extension 
of the imperfect mind of an individual, in short, the 
world is a creation of mind. There is in reality 
neither a being nor its consciousness, neither the 
constituted nor the unconstituted, neither acquisition 
of dharmas , merits, virtues, stages of spiritual perfec- 
tion, nor non-acquisition of the same. Apart from 
the pure mind, which is real, there are no such 
entities as soul, God, primeval cause, etc. 

In the fifth extract ( Cittamãtra ) all that has been 
stated in the precedingo ne is put in a difFerent context, 
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viz. from the standpoint of mind (citta) and not 
from that of externai objects. The contention of 
the Yogãcãrins is that the pure mind only ( cittamãtra ) 
is real and it is totally different from the perceiving 
faculty ( vijnãna ) of a living being. 

In the sixth extract (Ãlãya-vijnãná) is explained 
that the perceiving mind is the store-house of all 
impressions, derived from externai objects, and that 
it is evanescent, and hence non-existent. 

The seventh and eighth extracts explain the 
Yogãcãra terms: Parikalpita, Paratantra and Pari- 
nispama, corresponding to Sairivrti and Paramãrtha 
of Nãgãrjuna. The first term, Parikalpita (imaginary, 
conventional), denotes the expressions of usage 
(samjnãmãtra) , e.g. names of objects, animais or 
persons. It may be compared to loka-samvrti, i.e. 
conventional terms used by people without any 
corresponding basis. The second term, Paratantra 
(perception on a basis) means that the basis may be 
one and the same, but perception díífers from 
individual to individual, according to one , s mental 
çapacity or pre-conceived notions. Hence, it is also 
Samvrti but not without basis like the Parikalpita. The 
third term, Parinispanna (absolute) corresponding to 
Paramãrtha , has only one sense, viz. the Absolute, 
the Reality, the Truth, as is realised by the fully 
enhghtened Buddhas. 

In the ninth extract is given Vasubandhu*s 
eogent and logical elucidation of the idealistic 
philosophy of the Yogãcãrins. Vasubandhu was 
one of the greatest Buddhist thinkers. He was the 
younger brothe» of Asanga. After mastering Srãva- 
kayãna, he turned to Yogãcãra and wrote valuable 
tpeatises on philosophy, both árãvakayãnic and 
Mahãyâniç. His standpoint was that the real mind 
was absolutely different from the mind of a being. 
He replaced the term Cittamãtra by the more accurate 
term Vijnaptimãtra. 

In the tenth extract an attempt has been made 
to put together the stanzas whiçh throw light on the 
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step-by-step realisation of the Ultimate by an exerting 
and spiritually progressing Bodhisattva. 

The eleventh extract touches one of the important 
aspects of the Yogãcãra doctrinés. An attempt 
was made by the Yogãcãrins to reconcile the human 
and the occasional divine appearance of Gautama 
Buddha with the Reality, with which is identified 
the real Buddha or the Tathãgata, Their contention 
is that Buddhas cannot have a constituted body, 
hence they are invisible. But out of compassion 
and for the good of the people, Buddhas appear from 
time to time in created bodies (. Nirmãnakãya or 
Rüpakãya) like áãkyamuni or Dlpahkara. For help- 
ing the spiritually advanced Bodhisattvas to exert 
more and more, Buddhas appear before them occa- 
sionally in a refulgent, glorious, divine form ( Sambho - 
gakãyá) which is also a created and not a real body. 
Besides these two, there is the third, the Real Body 
(Dharmakãya) , which is as expansive as the universe, 
formless like space, eternally existent, the absolute, 
and identified with Buddhas or Tathãgatas. 

The twelfth extract has been included in this part 
to show that the Buddhist scholars were conversant 
with the contemporary non-Buddhist systems of 
thought. It contains- also the reference to the four- 
fold method employed by the Buddhist dialecticians 
for refuting the views of their opponents. The 
non-Buddhist doctrinés mentioned are: the heretical 
doctrinés enumerated in the Brahmajãlasutta of the 
Digha Nikãya , and the Brahmanical systems like the 
Sãnkhya, Nyãya, Vaiáesika and Pãáupata. The 
list of opponents includes also the* árãvakayãnists. 
The four-fold method of refutation are: (i) partial 
exposition (< ekãmia-vyãkaramya ) of a question or 
problem; (») exposition by analysing the question 
(:vibhajyena vyãkaraníya) ; (m) catechetical method (pari- 
prcchã-vyãkaraniya ); and by not giving any answer to 
certain impossible questions (sthãpaniya) , e.g. what 
is the colour of a sky-flower. 
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PART VI 

In this concluding part are given a few extracts 
from the Story-literature of the Buddhists. The 
object of this liter ature is to engender faith and 
devotion in the minds of common people and thereby 
to popularise the religion. There are several colleo 
tions of stories, some of which are quite voluminous. 
The best of these texts in Sanskrit are Ãryaáüra 5 s 
Jãtakamãlã and Ksemendra’s Avadãnakalpalatã , of 
which the former was composed in the 4th century 
a.d. in a high-flown refined artistic style, while the 
latter was composed in 1052 a.d. by the Kashmirian 
poet in ornate beautiful style. The earliest of these 
story-texts in Sanskrit, composed in the 3rd century 
a.d., is the Divyãvadãna, a collection mademostlyfrom 
the Vinaya Pitaka of the Mülasarvãstivãdins. The 
few extracts given in this part are taken from the 
Kumbhajãtaka, êresthijãtaka (cf. Pãli Jãtaka No.
